of N k bring Fruit, Roots, Herbs, and other Things to the publick 
YH Markets of this City, ſtanding in the Streets and publick 
Paſſages thereof after they have ſold and diſpoſed of their 
Goods, which is the Occaſion of great Stops and Obſtructions 
to the Paſſage of his Majeſty's Subjects, and is become a very great Nuſance: 
And this Court being reſolved to preſerve the ſaid Streets and Paſſages free 
and clear from all ſuch Obſtructions, doth think fit to Order and Direct, That 
no ſuch Cart, or other Carriage, coming to the ſaid Markets with any Kind of 
Proviſion whatſoever, do for the future ſtand or remain in any of the Streets 
of this City (and particularly in Cornbill, the Poultry, or in the Street before 
Stocks-Market, on either Side of the Way) longer than Ten of the Clock in 
the Morning from Michaelmas to Lady-Day, and not longer than Nine of the 
Clock in the Morning from Lady-Day to Michaelmas Yearly. 
AND it is Ordered, That the ſeveral Conſtables of this City do take Care 
that this Order be duly obſerved and put in Execution : And if they ſhall at 
any Time hereafter find any ſuch Carts, or other Carriages, ſtanding in the 
Streets and Paſſages aforeſaid, after the Times herein for that Purpoſe pre- 
{cribed, That they convey ſuch Carts or Carriages to the common Pound be- 
longing to this City, called the Greenyard, and bring the Owners or Drivers 
thereof before the Right Honourable the Lord Mayor, or ſome other of His 
Majeſty's Juſtices of the Peace within this City, or the Liberties thereof, to be
